was pleajed to give order, That the Body ſbould 
oe Opened. 

Accerdind the Surgeons appointed by His 
Lordſhip, whoſe names are ſubſcribed, in the 
preſence of DoSior Hannes, who was command.- 
ed to aſſi ſt at the Operation, and of Jeveral other - 
Spedators, made the Diſſedion; and, after- 
wards, jointly with tbe Door, gave. in the - 
following Report of it on Wedneſday, July 
the T hirty Firſt, I 700. 


. On mſpection of the outward Surface 
of hs Dukes Body ; His Head, Cheſt, Ab- 
won and Arms appear'd rainced and Jivid , 
bcryond what 1s uſual: His Thighs and Leggs 
net much altered from their proper colour, 

2. The Abdomen. was firſt opened:and theſe 
Obſervations made upon the Parts Contained. 
The Omentum was found as is natural. 

The Gutts,. from the Rectum, incluſively, 
upwards to the Duodenum, had the common 
appearances ; excepting only, that a few in- 
flammatory Spots were ſcen diſpcrs'd_ 
upon the Small Gutts ; and, that the 
Plexus Glandulares of the ſame Gutts were 
_y" Florid, andtheretore more conſpicu- 

, than is aſual, 
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The Duodenum and Stomach were highly 


inflamed ; eſpecially, the Stomach ;- which 


had in its Cavity, Wind, and a ſmall quan- 
tity of Liquor. 

In the Pancreas, Spleen, Liver, and Bladder 

of Gall was nothing remarkable : Only the 

Spleen and Liver were more than ordinary

The Kidneys carried a colour deeper than is 


common, beſides which, they were nor no- 
red to have any thing Preternatural : As nei- 
ther had the Glaadulz Renales, nor the Ure- 
teres, nor the Urinary Bladder, nor the Urine 


expreſs'd fromthe Bladder. 


3. Next after the Abdomen, the Thorax, Chef. 


or-Cheſt was examined. 

Here, the Pleura was inflamed to the moſt. 
intenſe degree. 

The Diaphragm, and Mediaſtinum, and 
Pericardium were thought not to differ from 
the conſtitution given 'em by Nature; except- 


ing only, that che Diaphragm was ſomething - 


inflamed. 

The 'Humor of the Pericardium was red: 
diſh ; not without a mixture of Blood. And 
even the Thorax and Abdomen were judged 


to bave more Blood in their Cavity, than 
A 3 . could.

..could well proceed from the mouths of the 
Veſſels cut afunder by the Knife at the time 


the reſpeGive Venters were laid open. 

The Heart wasextremely Flaccid and weak 
in its Texture - .The Right Ventricle had ve- 
ry little Blood, and the Left was altogether 
Empty. 

The Lungs on both fides were filled with 


Blood to the hcight of an Inflammation. 


4+ The Neck was SwolPn: And upon 
Diſſection the incloſed Parts appear'dtuch, . as 
they are obſerved in Bodies ſtrangled. 

At the place where the Jugulars ariſe a- 
bove the Claviculz, the Inflammation ap- 
proach'd very near to a Mortification. 

The Glanduiz Thyreoidex were almoſt 
black with the contain'd Blood : and bein 
put into Scales were found above Five Drachms 
in weight. 

The Gulet was much Inflamed; the Wind- 
pipe allo was affectec 1n the fame kind, 
eſpecially the upper par: of 1t call'd the Larynx. 

In the Larynx the Membranes that join the 
Cartilages Cricoides and Thyreoides were ve- 
ry dark with the Inflammarion. 
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The Membrane that lines the Epiglottis 


at the root of the Tongue) was alſo Infli- 
med:inſomuch that the Glandulz Miliares of it, 
| which are {carce viſible at other times, were 
here much diſtended and very conſpicuous. 
| . In the Mouth, we found the Palate in- Threat. 
| flamed ; as alſo the Uvula, the Membrane 
of which was {well'd. 
| The Almonds of the Ear (in the Throat) 
| were {well'd ; and had in them Purulent mat- 
ter : There being preſs'd out of one of 'emas 
much Corruption, as flPd a Tea-{poon. - 
6. Laſt ofall, The Head was opened ; and Heac 
out of the Firſt and Second Ventricle of the 
| Cerebrum weretaken about four Ounces and 
an Half of a Lympid Humor. | 
In this Region nothing, belides, was found 
| particular, or different from. the natural ſtate 
of it.
